a cat that stretches, opens its eyes 
slowly, looking the world over 
first before it’ stands on its feet. 
Eyen the sun must have time to 
vise, It illuminates the wings of 
the black ducks. The light bounces 
and reflects and jumps from every 
motion of the pond like quick-sil- 
ver. In the dawn there are bright 
leaves, singing birds and laugh- 
ter, J remember a quote once made 
by a woman well advanced in 
years, “Dawn is the nearest to 
-youth that most of us know after 
we pass the age of twenty.” 

One afternoon I went for an ex- 
ploratory walk into the pussy wil- 
low field, across Turtle Bridge, 
and beyond; across a pasture, and 
up a mountain side; where I hop- 
ed to find new life.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES

This week I presented two piec- 
es. of legislation at public hear- 
ings that should have a positive 
effect upon our area. The first 
‘was an investment Tax Credit pro- 
posal that would utilize IRS defin- 
itions with respect to the type 
of investment that qualifies for 
credit. This proposal would broad- 
en the existing “Pratt & Whitney” 
tax credit law to apply to all types 
and sizes of. industry. The 1978 
law was enacted with a $5 million 
minimum investment and a mini- 
mum of 200 new jobs. In place of 
this my legislation has a provision 
that permits the taxpayer two al- 
ternative methods of qualifying for 
credit. 

The first would permit a credit 
on all qualified investments up to 
five times the “new jobs credit 
base.” (This was defined as the 
increase in taxes paid by the tax- 
payer to the Employment Secur- 
ty Commission over previous tax 
years, divided by $6,000 equals the 
number of new jobs created.) If 
one job is created, a credit is per- 
mitted on qualified investments of 
no more than $30,000. After 200 
jobs and $6 million, the bill has no 
limitation on investments other 
than limiting the credit to seven 
consecutive years. 

The second option takes a dif- 
ferent approach in that an invest- 
ment might not create new jobs, 
but enhance the productivity of 
existing jobs. The taxpayer would 
be required to have a certain size 
investment in order to qualify for 
the credit. Under this option, the 
taxpayer must invest an amount 
equal to at least half his average 
annual Maine net income during 
the previous three years in order 
to qualify for a credit on the por- 
tion of investment that is in ex- 
‘cess of that amount, 

My proposal is one of three In- 
vestment Tax Credit bills that are 
being considered to encourage 
business investments in Maine. 

The second piece of legislation 
that I presented this week would 
encourage the use of solid waste 
as a fuel source by applying 
4 separate particulate emission 
standard to solid waste fuel burn- 
ing equipment. Presently, _ the 
burning of solid waste (garbage, 
sawdust, chips, bark, etc.) is dis- 
couraged because solid waste fuel 
burning equipment is held to the 
same particulate and visible emis- 
sion standards ag oilfired equip- 
ment, As a result, thousands of 
tons of solid waste fuel aré being 
used as land fill, Unlike oil-fired 
equipment, the principal emission 
ig not sulphur dioxide, but partic- 
ulate matter. : 

My legislation would establish 
a separate standard for solid waste 
boilers and therefor encourage the 
use of solid waste hy industrial 
and municipal sources, This will 
reduce the solid waste disposal 
problems and dependence on for- 
eign oil. Sa: 

it js estimated that this ‘bill| 
would result in a salvage of up to 
35,000,000 gallons or 800,000 bar- 
wels of oil yearly in the State of 
Maine. This figure is equal to 10% 
of all residential fuel oil biirned 
in the State, ,
